SAN FRANCISCO, June 11.—[Ex-

Capt. Frank Norman, clerk to Sey- 
mour, called up Capt. Kelley on the 
telephone and asked why he had not 
sent iff the usual written report to 
Seymour. 

“I sent my report to the Chief,” 
Welley is declared to have said. 

“Which Chief?" asked Norman. 

“Chief White,” was the reply and 
the conversation ended. 

Chief Seymour was asked before he 
teft police headquarters early in the 
afternoon if he would take any ac- 
tion against Capt. Kelly, because of 
the latter's failure to report to him.

FRIGHTFUL L088 
OF LIFE REPORTED. 


Fierce Fighting at Mazatlan 
and Culiacan. 


Details to San Diego. » 


One Non-Combat- 
ants Killed in One City. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THB TIMES.) 


SAN DIEGO, June 11.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The capture of Cullacan 
and Mazatlan, Mex., with frightful 
loss of life by rebels, is graphically 
told by Capt. Francisco Miranda and 
passengers who arrived here this 
morning on the steamer Bonito 
Juarez. 

* Cullacan was taken on May 31 by 
Gen. Banderas. Mazatlan capitulated 
on June 2 to Gen. Justo Tirado. Two 
days of fierce fighting at Cullacan re- 
sulted in the death of 1000 persons. 
Many of these, the official records 
show, were women and children who 
were without protection and were 
struck by stray bullets. * 

CRIMINALS EXECUTED. 

At Mazatlan several hundred crimi- 
nal prisoners were executed by the 
Federal authorities before they de- 
serted their posts. Capt. Miranda 
states the Federals boarded the gun- 
boat Tampico and were taken to San- 
ta Rosalia. Hundreds of refugees 
begged to be taken aboard the Bonito 
Juarez, which was loaded to its ca- 
pacity. The steamer officia!s 
with them copies of the official rec 
ords of both engagements. 

The attack on Cullacan began on 
the morning of May 30. The town 
surrendered the next day. Gov. 
Diego Redo, who surrendered his au- 
thority at Culiacan, and followers at- 
tempted to make their way to Altata, 
a feaport. They were intercepted by 
a force of rebels, and many were 


FIERCE FIGHTING. 

The fighting at Cullacan was 
fiercest on the second day. It cen- 
tered dround the Church of the Sacred 
Heart, where almost the entire popu- 
lace attempted to take refuge along 
with the handful of Federal troops. 
Before the Federals were routed out 
of the church, 600 had been slain. 
The victorious rebels used the torch 
and dynamite to destroy other build- 
ings. Tirado declared himself mili- 
tary governor of Mazatlan, which is 
an important seaport town. That 
place was besieged by about three 
thousand rebel troops. and Culiacan 
by four hundred. When the Bonito 
Juarez left Mazatian on June 4, both 
places were quiet.

PROSPECTS FOR TRADE. 
San Pedro Rapidly Becoming Onc 
of the Important Ports of the 
World—New Lines to Begin. 
SAN PEDRO, June 11.—The pros- 
pects of foreign business for this port 
for the rest of the year are exceed- 
ingly promising. The big British 
steamer Centurion, Capt. Maycock, 
1864 fSns, is due carly this week, 
carrying a partial cargo of miscel- 
laneous freight and merchandise con- 
signed to Balfour Guthrie & Co. She 
loaded at Antwerp and other Euro- 
pean ports, and has cargo for Puget 
Seund ports and San Francisco. Her 
last port of call was Swansea, sailing 
from that port on April 235. 
The Centurion will inaugurate the 
service of the Harrison line between 
LAverpool, London, Antwerp, Bremen, 
Glasgow and other European ports, 
with regular sailings from San Pedro, 
n -Francisco, Portland, Tacoma, 
Seattle and Vancouver, every four 
weeks. 
The Centurion is one of the most 
modern freighters ever brought to 
this coast, and has a high speed 
thirteen Knots. She has a dead- 
weight carrying capacity of 10,000 
tons. The Candidato, a sister ship to 
the Centurion, is also on the way from 
Antwerp with general cargo, having 
sailed from London on May 16. The 
Commodore is loading at Antwerp. 
In addition to these vessels of the 
Harrison line, the British steamer 
Senator, sailed from Glasgow on June 
7, with cargo loaded at Antwerp, and 
the new British steamer Robert Dol- 
lar is loading at Glasgow. The Brit- 
ish steamer M. 8. Dollar, also owned 
Dollar Company, has sailed 
from Chingwangtan, China, and is 
now at Hankow, loading general 
cargo for this port. Other forcign 
tonnage for San Pedro includes the 
Norwegian steamer Salveg, from Ce- 
noa, Marseilles, Antwerp and Gothen- 
berg. .

The gas pipe bomb found by Dr. 
W. 8S. Maharg at East Fourth street 
and Santa Fe avenue, Saturday morn- 
ing, is to be cut open by the police 
this morning so that it can be seen 
whether or not it has ever contained 
nitroglycerin. The fluid, it its be- 
lieved, would leave traces on the iron. 
The finding of the bomb has mysti- 
fied the police. Though slightly rust- 
ed it is not believed to have been 
where it was found very many hours 
before it was picked up. When Cap- 
tain of Detectives Flammer examined 
it closely yesterday he found that the 
solder around one of the holes, which 
are believed to have been drilled to 
make electrical connections with the 
explosive fluid to be contained, was 
bright and apparently had been 
placed about the hole but a short time 
before. It had then been filed for a 
good electrical connection and the 
brightened metal gave evidence that 
work had but just been completed

it.

That the highly remarkable damage 
suit now pending in the Superior 
Court against Justice Thomas V. Cas- 
sidy of Watts, is in reality an even 
more remarkable device for settling 
up political scores, is the frank as- 
sertion of those most conversant with 
the seething pot of Watts politics. 

One Emory Thompson, who appears 
as the plaintif? with an affecting ac- 
count of a mock trial, in which the 
justice is asserted to have extracted 
$25 from him without legal right to 
do so, is said to be the club which 
is waved picturesquely above 
the head of the justice by the social- 
istic faction of the suburban town. 

Thompson asks for legal balm to 
the extent of $3138.25, and appears 
hopeful of being able to collect some 
of it, at least, when the case cames 
up for trial. What is really belng 
done, according to the pro-Cassidy 
faction, is to bring discredit upon the 
judiciary Watts, or at least that 
portion which was successful at the 
last election at the expense of the 
socialistic candidate.

BOYLE HEIGHTS M.E. CHURCH. 
HE WHO REMEMBERS GOD IN HIS DE- 
CLINING YBARS 18 TOO LATE. 

Rev. W. E. Tilroe addressed his con- 
gregation yesterday at Boyle Heights 
M.E. Church on “The Pleasure of Pie- 
ty.” taking as his text: 

“Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth while the evil days 
come not nor the years draw nigh 
when thou shalt say: ‘I have no plea- 
sure in them.’ Ecclesiastes 12:lx. He 
said in part: 

“It is commonly supposed that when 
the years haye lost their pleasure and 
the evils of age are come and the well 
of life is empty; one may most readily 
remember God. In other words the 
great Creator does not hold his own 
in competition. Youth and strength 
and prosperity and delight are inim!- 
cal to religion. More souls die of 
procrastination than any other trou- 
ble. A dreary unreality is a frequent 
weakness of the pious. So men think 
it necessary to run to church or hunt 
up the preacher to be good. So very 
many think they are better on Sunday 
than any other day. So the monk 
and nun shut themselves away from 
family and friends and leave the world 
to find the Creator of the world. So 
wear and danger and sickness and 
trouble and old age’re considered the 
great high priest« of piety.. 

“Now for all this folly the wise man 
has a warning and a cure. He says 
deliberately that the evil days of age 
are poor days to begin with God. He 
says that when the years have no 
pleasure is a sorry hour to seek picas- 
ure in religion. When one is growing 
biind to the sun and stars he does not 
fhe better grope his way to the light 
of life. When this wise writer called 
on men to remember their Creator in 
youth he was not thinking of the cra- 
dle and immaturity or even adeles- 
cence. When a man is at his best he 
is best fitted to remember God. When 
fears are in the way, and desire shall 
fall, making terms with the Almighty 
is a slow progress. The fact that not 
two men in a hundred,ever do it is 
the pitiful proof. It is quite possible 
that our habit of putting religion in 
terms of mercy and kindness and love 
may be too sfrong upon us. There is 
same sane reason for the drift of men 
and their adult sisters from the al- 
tars of the church. Likely as not the 
wisé man of the long centuries gone 
understood the matter better than we 
do: when the man fs at his best he is 
best fitted to remember God. ‘The 
Grift of men from religion’ may be 
simply a sign we have in some meas- 
ure neglected manhood. The pioneer 
days of Christianity, of Protestantism, 
of Methodism, of the mission field, 
everywhere have been days of con- 
quest among the strong. The later 
uplift of work a men, the great 
revival on in the Y.M.C.A., are evi- 
dences that a search for the strong 
will find the strong.

DAVID WAS A PROPHET.

N HEIR PRESUMPTIVE. 

Press dispatches say that an heir of the 
- Goelet millions was born on Friday. The 
world seems never to arrive at a recognition 
of the fact that in America a man is born 
hefr to little except a fighting chance. A 
man is born with the right to life if he can 
- gurvive its conditions. The chance to qual- 
ify is the universal heirship and beside it 
» none other has worth. The heir to a throne 
is not always kingly, and one who inherits 
_Yhillions may be lacking both in a sense of 
possession and the power to conserve. The 
reality of wealth lies in its realization, and 
this is a quality, having little to do with 
quantity. Therefore the presumptive heir 
of the Goelet millions must qualify on the 
one basis by which men attempt to keep the 
aceounts of life straight. 


o0 MANY LAWS. 

“Ignorance of the law is no excuse’’— 
even justifiable ignorance. But what are the 
lawyers in the State of Washington to do? 
How are they to advise their clients? How 
are they to counsel each other? The Leg- 
isiature of the State adjourned without mak- 
tng provision for the printing of the ses- 
'sion’s laws before Avgust or September 
’ next—and yet thirty-nine of the bills passed 
‘ earried emergency clauses and took effect 
at opce. 

An ancient tyrant caused nis edicts to be 
written and nailed to the top of high posts, 
where people could not rea@ them. Then he 
confiscated their property and cut off their 
beads for violation of the law. What will 


UDGE DENSMORES DECISION. 

Judge Densmore, in his decision that 
the hotel and restaurant clause in the wom- 
an'’s eight-hour law is unconstitutional, 
while disclaiming any intent to criticise 
the motives of the members of the Legisla- 
tcre who enacted the law, yet says, very 
significantly: “If the effect of such a law 
is to handicap toiling womanhood in her 
struggle for existence, and to reserve from 
her encroachments certain avocations for 
the exclusive benefit of man, then such a 
law is damnable and no censure is too 
severe.” 

The suspicion of the judge that the law 
was designed by the labor-union leaders 
who secured its passage to push out of 
their jobs women who do not contribute to 
the greed and submit to the graft of walk- 
ing delegates, and to supply their places with 
soft-handed members of the labor union, 
was well founded. The proposed beneficia- 
ries of the eight-hour law are saying: 
“Move along, girls. Leave your telephone 
and telegraph tables and give us your 
plates. Depart from the hotels and restau- 
ranis, we require better food and plenty of 
tips. Out you go from the stores. We pre 
fer to smirk behind counters rather than 
glaze windows or daub houses. We need 
soft jobs and the union-labor leaders need 
a@ percentage of our wages. Go to the cook 
stove and the wash tub, girls. Go scrub 
the floors and split the kindling wood.” 

The reason for any law to regulate the 
employment of women is given by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in the case 
of Mullen vs. the State of Oregon. The 
cotrt says: “By abundant testiniony of 
the medical fraternity, continuance for a 
long time on her feet at work, repeating 
this from day to day, tends to injurious 
effects upon the body, and as healthy moth. 
ers are essential to vigorous offspring, the 
physical well-being of women becomes an 
object of public interest and care in order 
to preserve the strength and vigor of the 
race.” 

A waitress at a hotel or restaurant is 
“for a long time on her feet at work.” It 
cannot be denied that the hotel and restau- 
rant service is harder and more exhausting 
for a woman than any of the other em- 
ployments named in the woman's eight- 
hour law except possibly the laundry serv- 
ice. The hotel and restaurant service pro 
hibition is the only one which Judge Dens- 
more passed upon in his lengthy and able 
opinion. 


But Judge Densmore could not have de- 
cided other than he did without flying in 
the face of the Supreme Court of California, 
which in ex parte Kuback, 85 Cal. 274, de- 
cided that: 

“The right of every person to pursue any 
lawful calling without let or hindrance can- 
not be secured without permitting every 
person who wishes employment to seek’ it, 
and to leave all persons free to accept the 
services of others on such terms as may 
be agreed upon between them.” 

Great stress is laid by the union-labor 
organs upon the paragraph at the conclu- 
sion of the decision in which Judge Dens- 
more says: “I am further of opinion that 
in all other respects ‘here considered’ the 
eight-hour law is a valid and constitutional 
enactment and does not fai] by reason of 
the unconstitutionality of the void provision 
respecting hotels.” 

The only respects in which the law was 
‘considered’ by the judge was in its appli- 
cability to hotels, restaurants, lodging- 
houses and boarding-houses. Its constitu- 
tionality as applied to laundries, depart- 
ment stores, dressmaking establishments, 
etc., with not “considered,” and the flaring 
headlines of a portion of the Los Angeles 
press declaring that the court decided that 
the “eight-hour law is valid” were born 
either of inability to comprehend the de- 
cision or to honestly state its true purport 
and effect. 

None of the prohibited employments are 
as severe, as exhausting or as detrimenta! 
to health as that of being the wife ot a 
man whose earnings wili not justify the 
hiring of a servant. Such a woman rises 
before the sun. She prepares and serves 
two or three meals a day for her husband 
and children. She sweeps and cleans her 
house. She acts as laundress for the fam- 
ily. She labors from twelve to fourteen 
hours each day, Sundays included. She is 
on her feet a good portion of the time. She 
“works hard all her life for her board and 
clothes.” The wages that the same woman 
would receive for nine hours of light labor 
during six days of the week in any of the 
prohibited employments would, is she were 
single, pay for her board and clothing and 
afford her a surplus. Or if she were mar- 
ried it would enable her to pay the wages 
of a servant, furnish herself with a good 
wardrobe and supply her husband with beer 
and tobacco money. r 

The Times opposed the passage of the 
woman's eight-hour law when it was before 
the Legislature last winter. [It made such 
opposition in the interest of the working 
women whose opportunities to earn a living 
were menaced by it. The Times pointed 
out the inconsistencies and unconstitution- 
ality of the law at the time, and predicted 
that the courts would deal with it as Judge 


Densmore has done. 4 
HE “COLOSSUS.”

THE DIVINE RIGHT?

Now that the coronation of George V of 
England is so largely claiming attention a 
brief hark back to the historical events 
which have ultimately brought him to the 
throne may prove of interest to those wie 
have hitherto evinced little interest in the 
subject.

At that moment 
Divine Right te rule passed from England 
and became invested in the good will of 
the le, who demonstrated their little 
belief in any such right and drastically 
warned the future heads of their nation 
that on their own behaviour the monarch- 
jeal form of government must depend. 
When the miserable James I] made bis 
sneaking get-away through his Rochester 
garden down to the Medway and so to 
France, where he died, unregretted, dynas 
tic troubles in England came finally to an 


Stuarts passed down and out. Thus also 
passed the ancient theory from England 
that their sovereign must rule by the so 
called “Divine Right of Kings.” 

The Legitimist claim, which cites Prin- 
cess Mary of Bavaria as the true heir to 
the throne, is merely a matter of interest 
ing antiquarian research, and were she te 
attempt to push her claims she would re 
ceive but scant sympathy from even the 
most ancient noble houses or the foremost 
champions of the Divine Right of Kings. 

For good or ill the country made an end 
of the Divine Right when the cowardly 
James II fied the country and, by doing #0, 
utterly disgusted the adherents of the house 
of Stuart, and William of 
gladly accepted in his place. 

Before this was accomplished, however, 
an Act of Settlement had to be passed in

All the descendants of the Prince Consort 
have borne over the royal arms of Great 
Britain and Ireland an inescutcheon of the 
arms of Saxony—the crown of rue tn bend 
vert upon the barred field of gold and 
black—but Kings Edward and George both, 
on succeeding to the créwn, dropped it. 

All the other members of the royal family 
who are descendants of Queen Victoria com 
tinue its use and are Dukes and Duchesses 
of Saxony and Princes and Princesses of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. Mary, the present 
Queen of England, daughter of the late 
Duke of Teck, is in her own right entitied 
to quarter the arms of England, through 
her mother; but these are the old George 
Ill royal arms with the inescutcheon of 
Henover. 

Thus it will be seen that George V has 
the bleod of the Divine Right in his veins, 
but whether it is by Divine Right that he 
finds himself rvling over the English peoples 
is another question. However, if his healtt 
holds out and can bear the pleasant strais 
there is no doubt but he will do his best.
